The tragic death of Oscar 
winning actor, Philip Seymour 
Hoffman, rattled the world this 
past weekend. Hoffman was 
found dead in his New York 
apartment after an apparent her- 
oin overdose. 

Officials reportedly discov- 
ered Hoffman’s body on his 
bathroom floor with the hypo- 
dermic needle still inserted in 
his arm. Upon further investi- 
gation, 70 bags were found in 
the apartment, according to the 
New York Post. 

Hollywood lost yet another 
remarkable actor to the continu- 
ing problem of drug addiction 
and overdose. Hoffman was a 
prominent member of the Hol- 
lywood community, starring 
in over 50 movies between the 
years 1991 and 2014. 

Hoffman’s fame was re- 
kindled in his role as Plutarch 
Heavensbee in the “Hunger 
Games” series. News of Hoff- 
man’s death left the “Hunger 
Games” fans worried about the 
remaining films. However, a
